the'lynching of White, but to consider 
llio general interests of -the race. 


The chief told them that a meeting 


even for tlii* purpose would be miscon- 
strued at this time and they promised 
to try to have it abandoned. 


WILMIXGTOX, Del., Juno 
29.—The 


Rev. Montrosc Thornton, colored, pastor 
of the First African Me'thodist Episcopal 
church church of this city, preached a 
sensational sermon to his congregation 
last night. He said, in part: 


"The while man. in spite of his .boast- 


ed civilization, stands before my eyes to- 
mgh't the demon of the world's races, 
a monster incarnate, and in so far as the 
nogro race is concerned,, seems to give no 
quarter. The white man is a heathen, a 
fiend, a monstrosity before God, ;ind is 
equal to any net in the category uf crime. 
I would rather trust myself in a den of 
hyenas 't.han in his arms. 


""With court, law, nnd officers of the 


law in hi* hands, no negro can expect 
mercy, justice, or protection. 
The ne- 


pro is unsafe anywhrro in this country. 
He is the open prey at all times of bar- 
barians who know no restraint.

Chicago Buyers Keport Wet and 
. Cold Weather Has Decreased 


Quantity One-Half. 


'Agents for Chicago commission houses 


who have been in tho city (he past sev- 
eral days and made trips through tho 
strawberry belt for'tho purpose o£ buy- 
ing up the crop, state that, tho crop-will 
not lie over half that of • last year. Thia 
is attributed to the wet and cold weath- 
er early in tha season. The plants Jack 
the usual leaves, or foliage, Bo essential 
to the protection, oi the--bcrry. The ber- 
ries are exposed and the hot sun beat- 
ing down on, them, burns them up, in 
fact when the berries ore picked they; 
are warm as if taken from-au oven, iiie 
crop in tho southern part of the county, 
appears to bo in better condition- than 
that in the north. Farmers arc.feeling 
blue on-account of the conditions, for 
early in the spring- they, anticipated an 
abundant crop. 


In other sections, however, reports 


are much better and one farmer near 
the Rapids expects to clean up nearly a, 
#1,000 on- not quite.; an acre of the ber- 
ries, which on his place are very large. 


WALKING DELEGATE A 


DETRIMENT TO ONIONS 


Labor Mayor oi Derby, Conn., Sayn They 


AreMostlj ''Grafters" and Should 


be Banished. 


George P. Sullivan, mayor of Derby, 


Conn., who was elected.to his present po- 
sition by the trade? unions of t'aat city, 
where he long has been a prominent 
trades unionist, said in a- recent inter- 
view : 


"The'best thing labor unions can de- 


is to abolish the walking delegate. He 
is more or less of a 'grafter' and by the 
plain workingnmn lie is not wanted. I 
believe his days are 
numbered. Tho 


walking delegates have run the unions 
more- in the interest of themselves than 
tint of the members. Power concentrat- 
ed in the hands of a few excludes the 
many and such exclusion is un-American 
and contrary to the original trades un- 
ion principle--'. 


"Recent 
startling revelations have 


shown that the walking delegate is a 
detriment, not a benefit. There 
are 


coses where lie has received compensa- 
tion from both side.-, holding the one 
position where this can be done. These 
union agent? are fast giving labor a 
black eye and the best thing that trades 
unions can do is to banish the whole lot 
of them. The individual unions know 
bc>t what they want, what is fair for 
them to have and what their employers 
are able to grant. I never have believ- 
ed 
in lu'gh salaried officials. The 
un* 


ions cannot afford to pay big salaries to 
any one. They need all the monay they 
can nii.-e for their treasuries. In time 
of strikes they then have it for strike- 
benefits and :t is not alt in the pockets 
of 
out-of-town 
official?. Committees 


from the locals should deal with..individ- 
ual strikes or grievances. These shonld 
ciotier serve without pay for the good of 
the cause or receive only the same wages 
that they ore able to earn at 
their 


trades. 


•''If unions would abolish big'salaries, 


railroad mileage, hotel bills and innum- 
erable other miscellaneous expenses at- 
tendant on a genera! -headquarters a 
vast sum could quickly be raised.

Tho cry of 'recognition' is simply 
the tool of the walking delegate with 
which to ply his calling.

FRAA'CHISE VALUES. 


Tlie value of the franchises now oper- 


ative in New York city is variously ap- 
praised in value. 
One expert han esti- 


mated upon a conservative basis that the 
gross value is not less than $700,000,000 
but another expert going carefully over 
the ground thinks their value is about' 
$1,000,000,000, An official valuation has 
eben lately made fixing the value of all 
at $230,000,000, and while this is plain- 
ly below the caluc, yet as official valua- 
tions go, this would be nearly correct 
and would give a real value -of around a 
thousand million dollars. Upon the basis 
of $700,000,000 and considering the re- 
turns to tlie owners of these franchises 
to be nt least four per cent, there is 
about §28,000,01X1 per annum paid by the 
people of New York 'to the public service 
corporations of all sorts, for the right 
of way. In other words, the public ser- 
vice corporations get from the people 
.$•28.000.000 in return from the use of 
tlieir own property given for but little 
consideration nnd in many instances for 
no compensation.

In the party were also German admirals, 
Ambassador Tower, Clianccllor Von Beu- 
low, Admiral Von Tirpitz, imperial sec- 
retary of the navy; the principal mem- 
bers of the emperor's household, all the 
members of the United Slates embassy, 
Mr. W»yer, the American ambassador to 
Italy, all the captains and executive olli- 
cers of the American warships and Ad- 
miral Cotton's stuff, Cornelius Vandcr- 
liilt, K. \V. Goelctt, J. r. Smith, .Fames 
Lawrence and Kdmund Baylies. 
Admir- 


al Cotton thanked the emperor for the 
cordial manner in which tho squadron 
had been received. He said 
since 
he 


had met the emperor he understood why 
his subjcetB -were so 
devoted to him. 


The fe-eliug of the admiral and his men 
was that wherever his majesty led the 
Germans would follow. 


Tho admiral than proposed the health 


of the emperor. 


Replying Emperor William said he hop- 


ed, whatever impressions the 
admiral 


and his officers had received, they had 
been no more than they expected. Eight 
years had elapsed since the imperial en- 
sign was first floated from an American 
warship, the New York. He remember- 
ed vividly the agreeable incidents of that 
visit and now lie was to add those to 
the things that were not to be forgotten. 
The onlything was that ihc visits were 
too far apart. He was convinced that 
whenever the stars and stripes and tlic 
royal standard met they would together 
svnibolizc peace nnd civilization.

church, last night in -which he urged the 
negro.es to arm for their protection and 
to hold an indignation -meeting tonight. 
Chief of Police Black advised leading ne- 
groes not to hold the meeting.

told him the meeting was not to discuss 
the 'lynching of White, but to consider 
the general interests of the race. 


The chief told them that a meeting 


even for this purpose would be miscon- 
strued at this time and they promised 
to try to have it abandoned. 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 
29.—The 


Rev. Montrose Thornton, colored, pastor 
of the First African Methodist Episcopal 
church church of this city, preached a 
sensational sermon to his congregation 
last night. He said, in part: 


"The white man., in spite of his boast- 


ed civilization, stands before my eyes to- 
night the demon of the world's races, 
a monster incarnate, and in so far as the 
negro race is concerned, seems to give no 
quarter. The white man is a heathen, a 
fiend, a monstrosity before God, and is 
equal to any act in ihe category of crime. 
I would rather trust myself in a den of 
lye IMS 'than in his arms. 


"With court, law, and officers of the 


law in his hands, no negro cnn expect 
mercy, justice, or protection. The ne- 
gro is unsafe anywhero in this country. 
He is the open prey at all times of bar- 
barians who know no restraint. 


SAYS TO DIE IN TRACKS. 


"There is but one 'thing left for the 


persecuted negro when 
charged 
with 


crime and when innocent to do. Be a law- 
Tin to yourself. 
You are taught hy this 


lesson of outrage to save yourself from 
torture at-'the hands of 'the blood seeking 
public. Save your race from insult and 
shame by-your own sheriff, court and jury 
as did the outlaw, Tracy. 
Die in your 


tracks, perhaps drinking the 
blood of 


your pursuers. 


WANTS BURNING LEGALIZED. 
LA CR03SE, Wis., June 29.—In 
an 


interview last night Dr. George E. Pow- 
ell, whose acceptance on behalf of Sena- 
tor Mason of Marquis De Al'ta Villa's 
challenge to a duel created a sensation 
just prior to the Spanish-American war. 
declared that the burning of negro as- 
snilants of women should be legalized. 


FKAES EFFECT OF APATHY. 


CHICAGO, June 20.—"I am no advo- 


cate, of i lynching or of mob law, but I 
would'rather sec a community wrought 
to the highest pitch over 
crimes that 


•would seem' impossible this side of hell 
than be apathetic," was the declaration 
of t.he Rev. Dr. W. A. Bartlett at the 
First Congregational church yesterday. 
Dr. Bartlett said among other things: 


"We shudder at the torture of the 


criminal who is burned, but apparently 
forget to shudder for the innocent girl, 
whose mental and spirital agony is ten- 
fold greater than fire. 


"The indignant uprising of a commu- 


nity, and some of the best men in it, 
to avenge a wrong of such awful magni- 
tude may be technically lawless, but the 
spirit which causes the uprising is ihe re- 
flection of a higher civilization."

In case these sub-contractors oppose the 
terms of settlement and resist the at- 
tempt to put the men back, it is said 
the company will endeavor to 
handle, 


the extensive building operations-involv- 
ed without outside aid. 


"Representative union men -have been 


in conference with officials of the Fuller 
company for several 
days. These -con- 


ferences have been entirely independent 
of the-, building trades association.. The 
plan is a modification of the arbitration 
scheme insisted upon by the employers' 
association. To -what extent-'it-provides 
for the extermination of the walking 
delegate has not been disclosed.

ABSENCE OF TREATY 


EIGHTS ONE TEOUBLE 


Only !by Appealing to Better Side of 


Nation Can Sense of Eight bo 


Awakened-Many Difficulties 


to Overcome. 


LONDON, June 29.—Lord Mayor Sam- 


uel in a speech yesterday at the prize 
distribution of the religion classes at 
one of London's synagogues said it was 
quite useless to bring agitation to bear 
in the hope of influencing Russia in re- 
gard to the treatment of the 
Jews. 


Their brethren in Australia 
animated 


by the most generous feelings, had sent 
money and had passed a 
resolution 


which ifc had to submit to the foreign of- 
fice. In following their wishes he was 
aware what the result would be. There- 
fore, it was no surprise to learn that 
this was an. international matter arid 
that the foreign office could do nothing. 


The Jews of this country, the lord 


mayor 
continued, 
desired 
for 
their 


brethren in Russia 
religious 
equality 


and he believed he was right in saying 
the czar was most anxious that the boon 
should be extended to his Hebrew sub- 
jects. But there were other difficulties 
to overcome. 


The case was different from that of 


Roumania, where treaty rights were vio- 
lated. Russia was under no treaty ob- 
ligations and was free to manage her 
internal affairs as she thought best. It 
was only by appealing to the better side 
of the Russian nation—and there was a 
very large better side—that they could 
hope to awaken , that 
sense of right 


which he was convinced, no amount of 
agitation could bring about. 


The' lord mayor concluded with ask- 


ing the Jewish community to believe he 
had the interest of their persecuted 
brethren at heart and not to miscon- 
strue his seeming inactivity. 


In this connection it has transpired

WALKING DELEGATE A 


DETRIMENT TO 0NIONS 


tuber Mayor ot Derby, Conn., Says They 


Are Mostly "Grafters" and Should 


be Banished. 


George P. Sullivan, mayor -of Derby, 


Conn., who was elected.to his present po- 
sition by the trades unions of that city, 
where he long has been a prominent 
trades unionist, said in a recent inter- 
view : 
, "'The best thing labor unions can do 
is to abolish the walking delegate. He 
is more or less of a 'grafter' and by the 
plain working-man, he is not wanied. -I 
believe his days 
are 
numbered. The 


walking delegates have run the unions 
more in the interest of themselves than 
that of the members. Power concentrat- 
ed in the hands, of a few excludes the 
many and such exclusion is un-Americaa 
and contrary to the original trades un- 
ion principles. 


"Recent startling 
revelations have 


shown that the walking delegate is a 
detriment, not a benefit. There are 
cases where he has received compensa- 
tion from both sides, holding the one 
position where this can be done. These 
union agents are fast giving labor a 
black eye and the best thing that trades 
unions can do is to banish the whole lot 
of them. Tile individual unions know 
best what they want, what is fair for 
them to have and what their employers 
are able to grant. I never have believ- 
ed in liigh salaried officials. The 
un- 


ions cannot afford to pay big salaries to 
any one. They need all tire money they 
can raise for their treasuries. In time 
of strikes they then have it for strike- 
benefits and it is not all in the packets 
of 
out-of-town 
officials.' Committees 


from the locals should deal with..individ- 
ual strikes or grievances. 
These should 


either serve without pay for-the good of 
the cause or receive only the same wages 
that they are able to earn at their 
trades. 


"If unions would abolish big'salaries, 


railroad mileage, hotel bills and innum- 
erable other miscellaneous expenses at- 
tendant on a general 'headquarters a 
vast sum could quickly be raised. 


"The so-cnlled recognition of the union 


amounts to nothing. In my opinion it is 
chiefly for the benefit of the walking 
delegates. He uses it as a lever to widen 
tho breach between capital and labor,, fo- 
ment trouble and incidentally hold his 
job. When the employe asks union 
wages ' and 
hours and the employer 


grants them that is recognition enough. 


It is not necessary that a. clause be 


inserted in the labor 
contract calling 


specifically for recognition of the union. 
Wages and hours constitute the fullest 
extent to which in justice it can be press- 
ed. The cry of 'recognition' is simply 
the tool of tho walking deJegate with, 
which to ply his calling. 


"I believe that all unions must be run 


ou business principles. Let us rid our- 
selves of tho grafters,' tho walking dele- 
gates and the high, salaried officials."

KIEL, Prussia, June 27.—When Empe- 


ror William was congratulated today, at 
the launching of the German armored 
cruiser Eoon, on his yacht Meteor win- 
ning the American cup yesterday he re- 
plied: 


"The American skippers brought me 


luck. I would not have won if they had 
not been with me." 


Emperor William and Prince Henry of 


Prussia 
took breakfast with Admiral 


Gotton on board the Kearsarge today. 
In the party were also German admirals, 
Ambassador Tower, Chancellor Von Beu- 
low, Admiral Von Tirpitz, imperial sec- 
retary of the navy; the principal mem- 
bers of the emperor's household, all the 
members of the United States embassy, 
Mr. Meyer, the American ambassador to 
Italy, all the captains and executive offi- 
cers of the American warships and Ad- 
miral Cotton's staff, Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, K. W. Goelett, J. P. Smith, James 
Lawrence and Edmund Baylies. Admir- 
al Cotton thanked the emperor for the 
cordial manner in which the squadron 
liad been received. He said since he 
had met the emperor he understood why 
his subjects were so devoted to him. 
The feeling of the admiral and ]iis men 
was that wherever his majesty led the 
Germans would follow. 


The admiral then proposed the health 


of the emperor. 


Replying Emperor William said he hop- 


ed, whatever impressions the 
admiral 


and his officers had received, they had 
been no more than they expected. Eight 
years had elapsed since the imperial en- 
sign was first floated from an American 
•warship, .the Kcw York. He remember- 
ed vividly the agreeable incidents of that 
visit and now he was to add those to 
the things that were riot to be forgotten. 
The onlything was that the visits were 
too far apart. He ivas convinced that 
whenever the stars and stripes and the 
royal standard met they would together 
svmbolize peace and civilization. 


Tiie emperor then 
called 
for three 


cheers for the president and people of the 
United States. At the conclusion of the 
breakfast the emperor informed Ambas- 
sador that he wished to give a medal to 
each of the three marines who had stood 
behind his chair. 


'•'Would there be any impropriety, your 


excellency, in my doing =o'r" asked the 
emperor. 


"I am sorry to say that our regula- 


tions do not permit it," replied Mr. Tow- 
er. 


"Then,'' said the emperor. "I would 


like to give them watches, just as sou- 
venirs." 


"That, sir," answered the ambassador, 


"is also impossible. They, equally with 
myself, fire servants of the country and 
could not accept." 


"And 
I cannot even give them a pen- 


cil,'' continued the emperor. 


'Xo, your majesty." said Mr. Tower. 
"Then.'-' said Emperor William, ''tell 


them that I have the disposition to ao 
so.'1 


Admiral Cotton, after the emperor left 


the ship, told the three marines, in the 
presence of the officers-of the ship what 
the pinpcror had said. 


The emperor has presented the Kear- 


sarge with a. silver punch bowl and cov- 
er, about 16 inches high and more than 
two feet wide. 


WHAT NEWSPAPERS SAY.

speeches of Emperor William and Am- 
bassador Tower at the Kiel banquet last 
night mostly without comment.

The fire is supposed to have been, caus- 


ed by an explosion of dust in one of the 
elevators. The buildings destroyed are: 


Malt house "C" brick, yearly output 


800,000 bushels malt. 


Engine house and boiler rooms, brick, 


three stories. 


Elevator "F" six stories, protected with 


sheet iron, capacity 250,000 bushels. 


Malt house "A"" brick, output 700,000 


bushels. 


Elevator "E" was badly damaged by 


water, but the efforts of the firemen sav- 
ed it from destruction. 


J. M. Riebs. local manager of 
the 


American Malting company made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"The loss to the entire plant and con- 


tents will be about §300,000. 
Of this 


about $200,000 is on the grain and malt 
in the elevators and malt houses, and a 
little over .$100,000 on the buildings. The 
loss may go above that figure. I esti- 
mate that about 400,000 bushels of grain 
and molt have been destroyed. 
I can- 


not say just how much of each. The en- 
tire plant and contents are fully insured. 
I am quite sure the company will decide 
to rebuild at once. The buildings de- 
stroyed contained 71 pneumatic drums in 
which all the malt and grain is stored. 


BIG FIRE OX THIRD STREET.

by high water. At one time the river was 
as far south as Sixth street. In 1S42 the 
erection of the first pier was commenced.

and the books handed from one child to 
another until they were literally worn 
out. 


Tn 18SS the first high school was es- 


tablished and there has been a graduat- 
ing class every year since with one ex- 
ceptinn when the boys of the senior class 
enlisted in the army.

siety held a meeting in the Myers opera 
,ouse for the purpose 01 hearing reports 
f tbe secretary and treasurer, electing 
officers and arranging for the payment 


>f obligations of the society and trans- 
'er of the twelve acres recently nego- 
tiated for by the society for permanent 
grounds. 


The attendance was larger than ex- 


pected in these busy times of "the farm- 
•r 
and 
the greatest interest 
taken. 


President Blakey addressed the meet- 
ng with reference to the object of the 
neeting 
and Congressman 
Henry 
A. 


Jooper, who is a member of the society 
and who was present, made brief re- 
marks, expressing regret, that ha was 
not at the recent picnic, and also made 
-aluable suggestions with reference to 
buildings that should be erected on the 
rounds and program that might be ar- 
ranged. 


The report of the secretary and treas- 


urer showed that there was. cash on 
hand of $1,431.82.- Of this amount there 
was in the treasury when the new so. 
ciety was organized, $134:63. The bal- 
ance has been collected by the. sale of 
stock and collection of annual dues from 
members. In addition 
to 
the ?.above; 


there is probably $300 of outstanding 
stock that is perfectly good a.nd will be 
collected within a short time. 


Bills were presented, showing that the 


society was in debt $007.22, outside of 
the §1.500 agreed to be paid for the 
grounds. Of the above 
amount $100 


had been paid on grounds when an op- 
tion was taken, bringing the indebted- 
ness exclusive of grounds 
at 
$597.22. 


Afterward a number of other little bills 
for bill posting and'stock books came in. 
All of the bills were ordered paid and 
the secretary authorized to issue orders 
on the treasury for the amounts. 


This left a balance of about $065.10 in 


tne treasury. 
It was voted to pay $800 


down on tlie grounds and give a mort- 
gage of $700 for the balance, running 
two \-ears at 5 per cent. 


The secretary wns instructed as soon 


as possible to publish a full list of stock- 
holders of the society, the amount of 
stock held; also a list'of members of the 
society who had paid dues and an item- 
ized statement of the bills. 


Thn indebtedness, a3 stated, did not 


include grounds, but does include the 
erection 
of the ining 
hall, all 
other 


buildings, putting in 
posts, improving 


tlie grounds, paying for music, amuse- 
ments, etc., so that every dollar the so- 
ciety owes is $700 on the grounds, with 
$100 or more in the treasury and this 
will be swelled to $300 within ten days. 
It is safe to say that when the next pic- 
nic 
is held there will be more than 


enough in hand to pay for the grounds, 
for other improvements on the grounds 
and amusements. Then the society will 
have the finest grounds and home in the 
state.
